Ex-Lient. Uovornor Royal Isanea a 
Pamphlet in Favor of Cana.d' 
ian Independence. 



No Danger of Tliia Country Being 
Swallowed Up by the Am- 
ericans. 



Montreal, March 9. — Hon. Joseph Royal 
late Lieutenant-Governor of tho Northwest 
Territory, has just issued a brochure urging 
the BeparAtlon of Canada from the . British 
Empire if Canada is to oooupy 'tho'posltion 
she is entitled to. Ho saya he has no fenr 
that Canada will be annexed to the United 
States in the event of her indopendenoo 
"It is true," he says, "wo would lose the 
protection of the British flig, and this is ap- 
parently tho moBt powerful objection 
that can be urged ogainst tho proposed 
change. Having for o neighbor of sixty-five 
million souls, what would beconio of Canada 
if left to hor own rcaourocs. with a popula- 
tion of only fivn millions? The United 
States would but make a single mouthful of 
us if ever tiiey became determined to swal- 
low us. Still it is probable that the desire 
would never seize our nelKliborB. 

In the Grab plaoe, we do cot see what in- 
terest they would i^ave in making a con- 
qoeat of Canada. It is not their intereat, 
on the contrary, to permit Canada to develop 
her own institutions, which, although differ- 
ent in lome recpeots, oreqaiteas demooratio 
as their own. It is to territorial matters 
that in all time wars have mostly 
owed their origin, biit auoh a policy 
is not entertained by the United States. 
Tho statesmen at Washington, oareful of the 
future of a great nation, will always, we 
believe, require to run the risk of an advan- 
tage which would in any oaao bo problematic. 
Canadian civilization is, besides, of a ohar- 
actor of its own, which distinguishes It from 
that of tho United States. There aro marked 
ditlerences between their government aystem 
ond oura. Ourdemocraoy ia more real, because 
it novor ceases to act upon the government and 
it also borrows from tho hnppy combination 
of nationalities constitutionally sound and 
conservative. Wo claim to posaess the best 
regime ; that of our neighhora is most com- 
plicated. The annexation of Cunado would 
increaae neither the power, wealth nor pro- 
gress of tho republic, proportionate to the 
embarmsament they would oooasaion in the 
domestic policy. Our very wcakneaa might 
turn out to bo our strength and our moat 
formidable protection to hove no orn.amont 
at all, or almost none.

Killed Ry a Bomb. 

Warsaw, March 9. — Mmo. Covalaky, a 
young Polish woman, who wos injured at 
ho Hotel Terminus. Paris, at the time the 
Gomb was thrown by Emil Henri, died here 
yesterday. It is said that her death is 
attributed to tho sboclc she reoaifed on that 
occasion. Mme. Covalsky waa on her wed- 
ding trip, and had just taken a seat in the 
cafe when the bomb was thrown. 

Brishter Era fer Brittsb Iron HlnlnK. 

London, March 0. — Speaking at a meet- 
ing at Stookton-on-Toea, Sir Joseph Pease, 
tho millionaire member of ParliAment, said 
that tho extraordinary imports of foreisn 
iron during the past few months had been 
most detrimental to the Cleveland ironaLouo 
industry. He waa glad to announce, how- 
ever, that they were on the eve o( a dis- 
covery ond an invention whereby they 
would be able to produce from Cleveland 
pig iron, steel plate suifiblo for shipbuild- 
ing and other purposes. Tbia, he said, would 
obviate tho neoeaeity for large imports of 
foreign ore, and would open np-a brighter 
era in the mining indnstry of England. 

Ilnnibert and the Unircrcrs. 
Rome, March 0. — King Humbert baa ex- 
pressed his deep sympathy for the personR 
who were wounded by the bomb ezploaicn 
here and will help with money two poor 
men who were temporarily inoapaoitated for 
work. The police have failed to determine 
tho identity of tho bomb-thrower, and moat 
of their theories seem to have proved filse. 
The majority of the suapecta who were ar- 
rested have been released.

for seal poaohera. Last yeor tho America 
made a similar trip, but had a disaatroua 
start. She was at San Pedro when tho 
Union persuaded her sailors to desert. An- 
other crew was sent from -San Franoisoo, 
and tbey were compelled to 'leavo at tho 
point of pistols. Another orow was sent 
down, and when the Corona attired with 
them, u free Qght ensued.

They were driven back 
from the steps of the platform by 
Lord Dudley's friends, after a brisk 
fight, in whioh several persona 
knocked down, hats smashed and coata torn.

Benches and chairs were broken 
into weapons, and were used with such 
offeot that when tbo police interfered a 
dozen or more men were found with their 
faces bleeding and their clothes torn from 
their books.

MUNICIPAL VOTERS. 

Changea in tbe Qaallflcatlon 'Provided for In 
a BlU Laid Before tbe Legislature. 

A bill to amend tbe Municipal act 1892 
and amending act was introduced in the 
legislature yesterday by Hon. Mr. Davie. 
XUadeals with several important subjoots, 
indlu'dlng the procedure for inoorpcrution, 
the municipal frauohiso, the duties of mayor 
or reeve, munioipal loans, procedure respect- 
ing by-laws, and other matters. Tho part 
of moat general intorest relatea to the fran- 
chise and is as follows : 

G. Section 37 of tho " Munioipal Act, 
1892," as amended by section '7 of the 
" Municipal act amendment act, 1893," is 
hereby repealed and the following ia anbsti- 
tuted therefor : ■ 

"(37.) After the first) moniclpftl election, 
the following persona ahall.be entitled to 
vote for aldermen or for coanoillora at mu- 
nicipal elections in any ward in which they 
may bo registered us ratepayers ': 

''(a.) Ia oity municipalities, any male or 
female, balogof the full age of twenty-one 
years, who is assessed for land or improve- 
ments or for real property within the muni- 
oipnlily : ^ 

In township or district municipal- 
ities any male or female being of tbe full 
ago of twenty-one yeara, who ia aaaossed for 
land or improvements or for real property 
within tho munio pality : 

" (c.) In oity nmnicipalitios, ony male or 
female of the full ago of twenty-one years 
holding a liccnso for or carrying on businees 
within tho ward in which he or sho ii roeia- 
tored as the holder of a trades license in the 
municipality, the annual feo for which is 
not leas tliun (ivo dollars, and who shall 
have paid for such license for the six calen- 
dar months next precocHiig the first day of 
January immediately prior to tho day of 
uomination, and who has been a roaideno of 
such municipality for at least one year pre- 
vious to the date upon which the voters' 
litt of tho munioipaliiy ia closed : 

"{d ) In township or district municipali- 
tiea, any malo or lomulo, being of tho full 
age of twenty-one years, holding a liccnso 
for and carrying on buaineaa within the 
ward in which he or aho ia registered aa the 
holder of a tradoa licence in the nmnidpality, 
tho annual feo for which ia not less than [ivu 
dollura, and who ahall have paid for such 
liconsu for tho six calendar months next pre- 
ceding the first day of January iiiiniediately 
prior to tho day of nominatioo, and who has 
been a resident of saoh nmoioipality for at 
least one year previoua to the date upon 
which the voters' list is finally revised and 
oorreotod : 

"(e) In the cities of Victoria and Na- 
naimo, in addition to thoee qualified under 
sub-seotion (a) or (c) of section .^7 of this 
act,.any male or female, being a Britiah sub- 
ject of the fnll ago of twenty-one yeara, who 
hjia resided and been a houaebolder in tho 
municipality in which he or she is registered 
as A voter for the six montba immediately 
preceding the first Monday in November in 
each year, and who pays in the city of Vic- 
toria a rental or rent value aa such house- 
holder of not lesa than sixty dollara per 
annum, in the city of Nanaimo of not lesa 
than sixty dollars per annum : Pro- 
vided, »lwaya, that no person ahall bo 
entitled to vote under a housoholder'a quali- 
fication, aa defined in this Bub-seotion (e) of 
section 37 of this act, nor shall hia or her 
name bo included in tbo annual voters' liat 
of a municipality in coiiacquenoo of such 
qualification, unleaa ho or she shall, before 
tho *;r8t day of December in each year, enter 
with the aaaeaaor or clerk of the municipal 
council his or her name aa a voter, and shall 
make and personally dtliver to tho assessor 
or clerk of tho municipal council at the same 
time a statutory declaration made and sub- 
scribed before a judge, magialrate or notary 
public, in tbe form and to tho efTeot follow- 
ing ." 

Section (/) makes similar provision for 
householders in rural municipalities.

POINT ROBEBTS. 

Mn HoRNE moved : " Whoroas the 
boundary lino between liritiah (Jolumbiaand 
Alaaka ie likely to b") deflued at anoarly date; 
and whercBH that piece of Und situated 
Ecuth of the '19 h parallel of north latitude, 
and known ns Point Roberta, containing 
about four square miles of territory, is so 
isolated from the United States of America 
that tho only muana of communication by 
land is through British Columbia ; and 
whereas during tho summer months a largo 
nunibjr of Indians and others congregate on 
the said Point R iberts and cause great an- 
noyance to settlers in the vicinity of tho 
mouth of the Fraser river, in Britiab Co- 
lumbia ; and whereas there ia growing up at 
the said Point Roberts a salmon fish- 
ing and canniog industry, which, 
biing in United States waters, is 
wholly uncontrolled by such strict rogu- ; 
lations as those of British Columbia fieh- 
eries ; and whereas the salmon caught by 
thoso fiihermen are on their way to the 
Fraser river, and are entrapped by means 
'which are illegal in British Golnmbia, and 
•without any weekly closa season ; and 
whereas this entrapping and fishing at Point 
Hoberta seriously interferes with the fiahing 
and canning industry on the Fraser river, it 
is ol the ntmost importance that it should 
be, either by consent or arrangement, 
brought under some international regula- 
tions in harmony with those of the Fraser 
river ; and whereas it is desirable for the 
protection of the fishing interests of the 
iVaaer that some international arrancement 
should bo entered into bstween the United 
States and tho Dominion of Canada for pre- 
venting the catching; and destruction of 
salmon at Point Koborts by methoda 
which aro illcgii,! in the ad- 
joining waters of British Columbia ; 
and whereas it would bo a great advuntago 
to British Columbia and the fiahing iuduatry 
on tho Fraser river if Point Roberts were 
part of Can kda : Thnrotoro be it. resolved, 
that Hia Honor the Lieutenant-Governor be 
respectfully requested to call the attention 
•of the Dominion government to the deaira- 
bility of pUoiug before tho joint oomniis- 
sioucre (appointed by tho United Statoa and 
Canada in tht^ summer of 1892 to settle the 
boundary line between Alaska and Eritiah 
Columbia) tho desirability of Ccnuda 
acquiring tho aaid Point Roberts, 'iither by 
purchaao or by giving a piece of laud in 
British Columbia adjoining Alaska in ox- 
change for the Slid Point Roberts ; und that 
His Honor bo respectfully requested to 
transmit a copy of thia resolution t-c the 
Dominion government." The mover -said 
he made this resolution to draw the attention 
of the Dominion government to tho fact that 
the fishing and salmon trapping which is 
now going on at Point Roberts, near tho 
mouth of tho Fraser river, will serioualy 
offect one of tho moat important and profit- 
able industries of British Columbia if allow- 
ed to continue. Point Roberts is the sou th- 
em end of a small pron.o it^ry, comjilftjlv 
i«o'at<"i from the United States. Ic is in 
theiUditod States bue not of it, and it is 
really of no value to that country. But the 
poaseasion of it by the Udited States is cal- 
• oulated to ido serious h.>rm to the Fraser 
river -salmon fifhing. Ii is so situated that 
rfisfaermen making thati point the base of 
■their operations can entrap the salmon on 
their way to the Fraser river. These fiabcr- 
men are on United States territory, and are 
under ^United States laws and fishing regu- 
lations. If these regulations were tho siiisie 
aa those in foroo on tho Fraser, in British 
Columbia, the liuliiuf; and packing eetul) 
lishiiientB at Point Roberta would nnt ijc 
injurious to tho liahing indufry of tho 
Fraser, but such ia not the 011=^0. Til 
United Stutc'j fiilunnen are allowed to uao 
traps and other moans of catching ealmon, 
which are unlawful on tho Fraser river, in 
British Columbia, and alao thoy liavo no 
lav/3 reg\ilatiiig the number of hours the 
nota can ba aet o:ich week and no cloau Boa- 
sou. Their lawa and ret;ulations huv.> failed 
to prcflorvo tho aalmou in United 
iStatus waters, while tho Canuliiui 
laws und regulations have been of 
great protoqtion. If tlio <idh<-rmcn at 
Point Rabcrtij aro perjnitted to continue ua 
at present and not stop at cortain intervahj 
during tho Bean-'in so us togivo tho aulmon a 
ohanoi! to get to tho sp.uvning grounds up 
tho Fraacr, and continue to nee tho apjili- 
uncoB allowable United Siatca waters, it 
will bo vei y injurious to the fiahing industry 
«f tho Frtser river though of no benefit to 
j, Ihe United States. He felt sure that if pro- 
f per representations are made to tho Unitod 
' States government An arrangement can 
bo agreed upon whereby iho fiahing at Point 
Robeit) Qou'd be \rried on only un ler rcgu- 
. lations the same us thoee in force in B, C 
,on the Fraser river. The matter he oonsid- 
-ered to be of great ioipnrtacoe to British 
Columbia aaitaOtots one of fasr moat impo'- 
. taat indnitries, and he trusted that no time 
will be lost in endeavoring to make tbe mo- 
rosary arrangement, either by change oi- efie 
fiiihing regulations governing at Point Bob- 
ens or by Canada acquiring the point He 
hoped that this Government will strongly 
impress this matter on thsDoininicn ginth- 
pritles. 

Hon. Mb. Tubmer tall he thought thP 



Uaitod States government might v/oU be 
approached on this su1)j.;ct, with the propo 
Bi'.ion to txchi nge this small piece of land 
for a larger pieaa nruih of Alaska. Tho 
anomalous pu ition of Point Roberte at the 
present time causes a great deal of troub'n 
to both countries, beotuso tha territory io 
mudo tho headquarters- for . smugglers. II 
the matter jwore properly represented to the 
United States government thoy would 
probably consider the advnntogo to them of 
making tho; exohango .proposed, ond enter 
Into the desired. negotiationa, Tho inter- 
ference with theisalmon flabery mentioned 
in the resoljution ho thought is of tho ut- 
most importance to'the industry in British 
Columbia, for persons operating', on Point 
Roberts, iiot buing; bound ..by -any regula- 
tions, can catch fish :at less expense and 
undersell tHe oannfir8-.wbo have to comply 
with the law. He had reason to know to- 
day, through an intimation.h'e. had received 
from tho old country, that the salmon 
canning industry hero is in a very 
oritioal osodition. He knew positively 
that inatrnotions have, been bont out 
to close several canneries in this province, 
hecaupQ there are hundreds of thousands of 
casea of British Columbia salmon still, un- 
sold on the market and with no immediate 
prospect of sale, owing largely to the com- 
petition of Alaska canneries and those in 
the Sound country and ot Point Roberts, 
which can produoo and sell salmon 
cheaper. It ia truo that the cheaper pro- 
rlucfc is inferior, but this does not appear to 
pitvont its sale. The point of land is of 
irsr If of no great value to either country, 
for tho reasons stated he thouijht it 
would be well to bring it under Canadian 
juiisdiotion if poaaiblo. 

jMii Skjilix aaid that in tho mitter of 
udviaing an exchange of land the logialaturo 
should go very cirefully, as ho felt confi- 
dent that an exchange could bo effeoted 
only at considerable oxponao to Canada. 
From what ho knew of tho United States 
government he thought that if they con- 
sented to Eurrendor Point Roberta they 
would want Vancouver island in exchange, 
or at least Queen Charlotte island. However 
much of a nuiaaoco theoperations now carried 
on on Point Roberts might be, the legislature 
should think very seriously before recom- 
mending the surrender of any part of Brit- 
ish Columbia fronting on tho sea in tho 
vicinity of Aloska, for the province has not 
80 many ports on her western coast that she 
can afl'ord to part with any. He would 
much prefer, in place of giving away any 
land adjoining Alaska, to consider a proposi- 
tion for tho purchase of that long strip run- 
ning down from Alaska and forming the 
western boundary of a large part of I'no pro- 
vinoo. He had very little hope that the 
negotiations now suggested could be sue- 
ceasful, though he would not) oppose tbe 
roBolulion. 

Hon. Mr Beaven said ho would like to 
kno/V what had become of the resolution 
pasjod in 1888, practical y advising tho ac- 
quirement of Point Roberts by the province 
of British Colombia. He thought the pro- 
sent recommendation should bo for its pur- 
chase by tho province rather than by the 
Dominion.

REmSTEIBUTION AND THE OP 
POSITION, 

There were several very siRnificant foa' 
turea in the criticism of tho Retlislribution 
Bill by tho Opposition. In the first place, 
the feebleoeaa of the opposition to it sbowod 
that the opponents of the Government re- 
oognizod that it was inherently strong, 
That waa perfectly obvious. Tho import 
anoo of the bill itaelf was sufBoient to ot- 
traut most minute attention to its details 
and, therefore, if tho opportunity presented 
itaelf for attaolc,!!' would certainly have betn 
seized upon. 

In the second place, there was no cohesion 
among the members of the Opposition on 
the general policy to bo pursued in regard 
to it. Henco, they became at " eixea and 
sevens." It will be remembered that tho 
GoiX>irasT a few days ago described the 
Opposition Press as hopelessly floundering 
on the question for want of some definite 
cue from its lenders in the House. But 
these gentlemen floundered even more hope 
leasly when tho bill was discussed. There 
was total lack of generalship displayed 

Not leas aigoifioantia tho fact, and the 
country will have noted it, that the Opposi- 
tion lost the best opportunity of scoring 
that has presented itself this session, or, in- 
deed, during tho whole terra of Parliament 
now expiring, and that was in not support 
ing tho bill, instead of opposing it, demon 
atrating as they did that their professions 
have not been atnoere, that their ostenta- 
tious demands for redistribution were mere 
fustian, and wholly pyrotechnioal. They 
clamored for it ; it waa the touchstone of 
poliuy upon which tho Independents were 
to support or condemn the Government, 
They moved a vote of want of confi- 
dence last year because the Govommont 
did not brin^ down a redistribution bill. 
The country rang v/ith their protestations of 
indignation, it waa tho text for an agitation 
that was almost revolutionary in its <leclara- 
tions. In opposing a measure of redistribu- 
tion, when it did come down, they simply 
placed on record emphatic testimony to 
their own inconsistency, incompetency and 
recreancy to professed principles. They 
demonstrated their inability to grasp tho 
situation, they forfeited every right to 
recognition as representatives of the paople's 
will, and they showed themselves factious 
before everything else. In fino, they wrote 
themselves down in larger letters than our 
oype will display their true political char- 
acter. 

They will say in reply, "It wna, it is 
true, a measure of redistribution, but it was 
act what we wanted, it was not what the 
country wanted, and wo opposed it." Then, 
in that oaae, their error of policy waa all tho 
more grave and palpable, in that they did 
not tell the House what they did want. 
Without a deflnito presentment on that 
most essential point, the excuse is exceed- 
ingly lame, That the Opposition ia not 
entitled to speak for tho country in this 
reapeot is amply proved by the fact 
that, although the bill has been before 
tho country for two weeks, outside 
of a partisan press not n single protest 
from any quarter of tho Province has 
reached tho Government or tho House, 
while on tho other hand, from all sides, the 
Government has received congratulations. 
The country in its reception of the measure 
has apoken so loudly and so emphatically as 
to drown the loudest voice of tho Opposition. 

Mr. Boavea, with his peculiar taotica, has 
taken tho ground that tho nieasuro is ao 
bad, so devoid of principle, so radically 
Wrong, that he oould not) support it, in 
fact tliat it was impossible to amend it. 
It was tho most signiflcant feature 
of tho whole debate that Mr, Boaven con- 
tented hIniBolf with this bold assertion, and 
then sat down. He ia usually so micro- 
Bcopio in his examination of bills before 
the House tba<! to treali. a mestauro of such 
vital oonseqcienoe so cavalierly onhiapart 
will admit of but one of two conclusions; 
either that ho made a bold, reokleaa state- 
ment, inconsistent with fact and incapable 
of proof, or that tho subject was of too 
large and comprehensive a obaractor to bo 
grasped by one : of ' hia peonliar . mental 
calibre, and withoat being too nboharitable, 
either oonolusion will apply In his case.

port, which they declare to bo irremediably 
bad, is before tho House. Their conduct in 
relation to tho Redistribution Bill is but a 
sorry exhibition of, not only tho moral 
Stamina, but the ouallfioationa for states* 
monship possessed by the membsm of whom 
the party of Opposition in this Provinoe ia 
composed. 

BROWN ON EXPANSION. 

Tho following extract from the New 
Westminator Columbian's report of Mr, 
Brown's speech in the Budget dobite shows 
very clearly whence the Times derived its 
inspiration on tho question of the expansion 
of tho revenue : 

Ho had asserted, aod ho asserted again, 
that tho revonuo was falling, and he dolled 
successful contradiction of that statemont. 
More than that, the hon. gentleman 
knew that it was falling, and that whon be 
asserted the contrary be was making a 
deliberate attempt to deceive the country. 
He, Mr, Brov.'n, waa not decry- 
ing the oounlry. Tho revenue ought 
to advance — tho country was all right. 
The hon. gentleman bad taken six or 
seven years, and, contrasting tbe last with 
the first, triumphantly exclaimed that tho 
revenue had doubled. Those were the years 
of rapid development, ohiefly owing to the 
building of tbe C.P.B,, but tbe Government 
bud done everything ia its power, by its 
monopoly-encouraging policy, to check that 
development, and it had suoceedsd to a large 
extent. 



AN UNPATRIOTIC COURSE. 

We are wholly at a loss to imagine what 
tlio Times expects to gain by eagerly and 
persistently decrying tho credit of tho 
Provinoe, We do not bolievo that either it 
or its party will be benefited in the least, if 
it should happen to succeed in oonvinoing 
the world that British Columbia has gone 
oven beyond the verge of bankruptcy. This 
is evidently its object, and the object of 
Mr, Boaven and tho other Joreniiaha of tho 
Legislature. It is hard to imagine a more 
nnpatriotio course than this, yet they pur- 
sue it with a zeal and an industry worthy of 
a good cause. Aa soon as anything is said 
or written which is calculated to placo the 
finances of the province in a favorable light, 
tho Times hastens to explain it away, and to 
assort that the facts adduced &ro not favor- 
able but tbe reverse. 

Everyone admits that a steadily expand- 
ing revenue is one'of the best signs of both 
progress and prosperity, Mr, Grant showed 
that the revenue of this Province has been 
for many years continually expanding, and 
tho Times immediately characterizes his 
arguments as childish. We showed by 
figures, whose accuracy oould net be ques- 
tioned, that the revenue of the Province has 
been oontinaously increasing for the last 
seven years. Our perversely iogonious con- 
temporary, not beingablo to show that wo had 
made any mistake, and finding it Impoasiblo 
to detract from the foroe of our testimony, 
■«id in effect that our figures were correot, 
but that we had " omitted a column," and 
proceeded to givo the expenditure for those 
years, It waa obliged to admit that the 
revenue bad expanded, but it changed its 
ground ond showed that more than the 
revenue had been spent in those years. 
It bad not the honesty to say that it was 
not intended to keep the expenditure within 
the revenue — that the Government had 
borrowed money with the consent of the 
Legislature and the people to spend on 
works of development. The news which it 
then gave the country waa piper's news. 
Every one who had paid tho slightest 
attention to the afTairs of tho Province 
and to tho policy of its Government, 
know that tho Government had been 
spending on improvements not only all its 
revenue but borrowed money beaidea. So 
the Times was making a grievauoo out of 
what had been for years the settled policy 
of tho Government, a policy which had 
been approved by tho people at the polls. 

It was not very diflioult to show that our 
oontempornry'a " omitted colunm " did not 
help ita case in tho least. A very aimple 
calculation made it clear that the Govern" 
ment had expended on public improvements 
that wore required for tho dovelopmont of 
the Provinoe, much more than tho money 
that had been borrowed, ond that ita own 
statement of revonuo ond expenditure 
showed beyond quoation that, making allow- 
ance for tho public works on which bor- 
rowed money had been expended, tbe cur- 
rent expenditure had been well within 
the revenue. To that statement tbe 
Times has raado no reply. It has scolded 
ua in its usual stylo, but it is has not tried 
to prove that our statement was either In 
accurate or unfair. The fact that at the 
end of the seven years over whioh tlie eu' 
qnlry extends, the net debt of tbe Provinoe 
is not more than $2,120,178, whioh includes 
the loan on the Provincial buildings, which 
is still on bond bearing interest ut 4 per 
cent., and that the Government has public 
works considerably over $2,000,000, exclu- 
sive of assets of the same nature whioh were 
on hand at the bleglnning of the period, 
onght to cause our contemporary to hesitate 
before it condemns as extravagant a Gov- 
ernment which can make so oredltablo a 
showing as this, and givo so good an account 
of its stewardship. 

The Times somewhat vehemently denies 
that it ever '.doDied that tbe revenue had 
been ozpandtng, It says, "The Times was 
never so stupid as to say that thero was no 
expansion aa the Government's organ's false- 
hood implies, but it did plaoe the credit of 



sion, but it did its best to show that what 
was^olaided aB^>u;\ej^^ was no expan- 
sion at all. Does nbt'oitrxontemporary see 
that it makes a distinction where there is i o 
difTerence ? What did its labored article on 
Mr. Grant's figures mean, and why was it in 
such a hurry to produce its " omitted col- 
umn " if it was prepared to admit that thero 
bad been, between 1887 and 1804, B eootlnu- 
ouB expansion of the revenue. Our corn- 
temporary has been so eager to create the 
impression that the Province is in a bad 
financial condition — to ruin its credit both 
at homo and abroad— that it evidently did 
not take time to consider the significance of 
its own statements and the drift of its own 
reasoning. 

TARIFF REVISION. 

The Montreal Sfar fs in favor of tariff re- 
form, but it has not abandoned protection. 

It believes that the principle of protection 
is a sound one, but it should be. It contends, 
judiciously applied. Tho kind of tariff re- 
form which it favors is outlined in tho fol- 
lowing paragraph taken from an article on 
that subject that appeared in its issue of the 
2ad instant 

The Government has a plain road before 
its face. Reasonable Protection — " Scieuti 
Co Protection" — is still tho policy of tho 
people. No one has any desire to wreck 
our cities or tumble our industries to tho 
ground. Tho whole Hituation lies in *. nut- 
shell. Articles that are being or, in the 
immediate future, can bo advantiigooualy 
made in this country under circumstances 
that favor tho development of their manu 
fttcturo on a scale to fairly entitle it to rank 
as an " induatry," with aaaurincoa of healthy 
competition within tho Dominion, should 
bo protected reasonably. Articles that 
cannot bo so tuude, or only on a scale that 
renders tlie attempt of their production to 
poBO as an "induatry" u laughing-stock, 
must not bo protected. In other words, 
only tvhcu Protection pays tho whole nation 
is it properly u part of a National Policy, 
It was no piuu of Sir John Macdonald's to 
protect individuals at the expense of the na- 
tion, but only when it oould be done to the 
benefit of tho nation. 

How far this is in accordance with tho 
Govcrnniout's scheme of tariff reform time 
alone can teli. Tbe Government is neces- 
sarily very reticent as to the particulars of 
its proposed reform. All that is yet known 
is that it docs not intend to abandon tho 
principle of protection to native industry. 
Wo believe with tho Star that reasonable 
protection is what the people of the Domin 
ion generally favor. Ihey do not want to 
see the industries whioh the National Policy 
has built up destroyed by undue exposure to 
foreign competition. 

JUST AND HUMANE. 

There ire some Liberal newspapers which 
affect to ba displeased beoauso Measrs. Mo 
Greevy and Connolly have been released be- 
fore the expiration of the term of their aeU' 
teace. Their Indigcation is, of course, 
assumed for tffaot, for they know that after 
the Government had been convinced that 
the imprisonment was tolling on the health 
of the prisoners, it would be the greatest 
injustice to keep them confined. It is clear 
that the Government took the proper meana 
to assure themselves that the health of the 
men was suffering before they ordci ed their 
release. Their sentence wua not imprison- 
ment for life, and tho Government could 
not, in justice or humanity, make it such if 
it could be avoided. They, therefore, did 
what waa perfectly right in liberating the 
priaonera, when tho found that to prolong 
their confinement would endanger their 
lives,

Peop'e speaking 
of the Cariboo oonntry, the Senator said, 
soem to aesooiate it with nothing but mining 
and snow, but it should be remembered that 
there is up there some of the finest agricul- 
tural land in tho province. So little is 
known of that country that mining and 
prospecting parties purchase tlieir supplies 
at points lower down, and pay heavy 
freights on them up to Quosnello, where 
thoy can bo had jast as cheaply and tho 
freight paid aa well. Excellent wheat is 
grown round Qjeanello, where there is also 
a roller mill from which a flour that it would 
be hard to surpass is produced. The No- 
chaco country ia attracting a good deal of 
attention, although there will not be any 
great influx of people to that district until 
better facilitiea have been provided in the 
way of roads. A number of people are up 
there now prospecting with a view to com- 
ing in about spring, and numerous inquiries 
are being received from people south as to 
tho prospects for settlers suooeediag there.

Dr. Joliu A. Duucan Expresses His 
Opinion as to Their Superfluity 
in Gertaia Gasea. 



Coroner Haaell States His Positiou- 
Inqiiiry Toucliiufi: tLe Death 
of Jacques Faetle. 



Dr. Haaell, diatricb coroner, presided ai 
an ioqaest held in the police oonrt room yes- 
terday afternoon, touoblng- the death of 

Jacquoa Paotio, tho elderly Frenchman 
■who was found in a dying condition in his 
c kbin on FisRard atreot, luet Tuesday, under 
oltoamatanoea narrfited in the .Colonist of 
the folloYriii{cnioi:nin(;, and who died in the 
Dapont ambnlanoe whrlo being taken in it 
to the Jubilee hospital. Tho jurj' was com- 
posed of Messrs. A. Friendly (foreman), E, 
Smith, W. H. Turnbnll, Jamca Smithura, F, 
J. Diwloy and William Armstrong. 

Dr. John A. Dunoaa waa the first wit- 
ccBs examined, he having been- etu&iQoned 
to attend tho old cian when he was found 
lying inaonsiblo on the floor of his <!*bin 
M. Liouia MarboBuf'a Chinese kitchenman 
bad accompanied him (the witncat) to 
Paetio's houee, and oaeiated in lifting tho in- 
aensiblo form from the floor to the bod. The 
witnees described Lho several bruieca and 
abrasions on tho bond and face, and gave 
the opinion that from their iippcurunco lie: 
■would think tho old man hud kic ou the; 
floor unoble to rise, for 21 or 30 hours. 11 •• 
aaw that tho man waa in u dyiug oonditi t 
ond would nob have removed liim to ihf 
hospital (it was by Dr. Oorsun's eupReetion 
that thia course was udoplcd, I'aetio's 
wretched cabin uiTording no facilities for 
oaring for him)' He (Dr. Duucan) from the 
appearance cf iho body ivliilo yet theru was 
life in it thoui^h it wua cold and 
numb, concluded that cold uud cxpoEuro 
with want, constituted tho cause of deatli ; 
being prepared to give a ocrtificato to this 
effect he considered that the holdini; cf an 
inquest waa an entirely unnecessurv and 
BuperfluouB proceeding. In fuot, where the 
certificate of a reputable medical man was 
given there was no juatifioation whatever for 
the holding of an ic quest ; in this particular 
case ho had bean put to great inconvenience 
and the city to the expense of an inquest, 
the object or motive for which was certainly 
not apparent to the majority. 

Xhe farther remarks which the dootor 
evidently intended to make were interrupt- 
ed by the coroner, whj cniphaBiz.-d that the 
witneaa bad been called to give bis ovidonco 
in connection with the death of Jacques 
Faetie, not for the p'ttrpoBo' of delivering an 
address to the jury -on tho desirability or 
□vciiesity of Inquests. It was sot for the 
doQtor to say whether or not an inqnest waa 
necessary. There were, unfortunately, 
cases constantly occurring where certiffcntca 
assigning the cnuaa of death were given, 
and iLH|uc8t8 aubarqucntly held, notwith- 
standing rho certitic!»t;tB, demonatrated their 
uttirr unreliability — as for example in the re- 
cent Pluniper PaoB case. Tho law distinctly 
and unreservedly msde iho coroner tho only 
ptTDon to determine whether or not an in- 
quest should be held, and specifiud the 
neoescity for investig.ition into all cases of 
violent or unnatural deaths, deaths in pri- 
sons or public iuatitutioDB, or deaths by acci- 

Tho next witness examined was a Chinese 
neighbor of the deceased, who deposed to 
haviri; eeen him in hia yard ou the morning 
( l'u( sday) of hia death; ho also sworo to 
J aviag heard the old man fall out of bed 
a few hours before M, JIarboeuf'a Chinaman 
and lho dootor came. 

Dr. John L'lng, wlio made the post mor- 
t''in examination, testified that the cauFO of 
death was dropsy of the lungs, produced by 
f itty degeneration of the heart and the 
dilatation of its main artery. He had found 
the body well nourished, and there was no 
doubt in his mind as to the ciuso of death. 

M, Lonia Marboeuf narrated what ho 
knew of the case, the deceased having been 
a fellow coantryman of the witness, to 
whoso kitchen he bad been in the habit of 
coming for bis meals for thirteen years 
past. A Chinaman in his (M. Marboeuf ) 
employ on Tuesday told him that the old 
m*u was sick in hia cabin, and witness had 
immediately sent Dr. Duncan, while Mmo. 
W;\r';ooutat the same time look over sup- 
piica of ic^d and stimulants. The deccaeed 
was 78 years of age, and had been a hard 
worker at his trad^— that of a blaclibmith. 
tlccently he ;had made frtquont conipl-.iQtH 
of ill-health, and remarked that he would 
Boon be dead. 

The evidence of tho police completed the 
testimony, Oflioer Abcll taking; tho boi ond 
narrating how the body waa found arc! rc 
p-ioveJ to tho hospital, death cccurrirg in 
Ibe ambulance en roule. 

In prcHsntiDg the case to the jury, 
Coroner Hascll briefly reviewed tho evi- 
dence, dwelling upon tho fact of M. Mar- 
boeui'a kind treatment of tho deceased and 
the lattct'a remaik to hia benefactor that he 
waa fast bte ikiog down and would bo dead 
soon. Then Dr. Duncan'a lealimonv was 
taken up, and lho conlliot noted in liio 
statement; that bo believed the man muat 
have Iain on tho floor 2-1 or ,'50 hours and 
that of the Chinaman wlio said ho hoard 
him fall out of bod tho aamo day. Again 
Dr. Duncan had cxprcssul hia conviction 
that tho man had died of want and exposure, 
while the evidence of Dr. Lang, who had 
made tho post mortem and waa therefore 
tho moBb important witness of the day, 
showed the cause of death to bo entirely 
different. The jury would also consider 
whethi,r or not Paetie'a death had been in 
uny way hastened by hia removal to the 
baspital, na had been indirectly suggested 
by one wiincBB. 

After a brief coneultaticn tho jury an- 
nounced that they were ready with their 
verdict, and presented it verbally — that the 
deceased came to bin death by natural 
causes. Asked to specify these causes more 
particularly, the jury added "dropay of 
tho lungs, induced by fatty degeneration of 
the heart and failure of the main artery 
thereof," supplementing the verdiot proper 
with a rider to the effect that death was 
; not in any way aooelcrated by tho removal 
.'. of the deceased to tho hospital. 

The funeral of Jacqaes Puotio, on whose 
body the inquest was held, will take place 
at !1 o'clock this morning, at. the samo time 
and in connection with the funeral of Peter 
Seno, a Canadian, and SO years of ago, wl o 
died at tho Jubilee hospital yesterday. 
Both wero mombers of tho Roman Catholic 
church, and will bo buried from St. 
Andrew's Cathedral.

ROMAN BOMB EXPLOSIO.Nts. 

Tho I'rlBouer Pelldjrl Protests His Innocence 
—An Anarchist Outrace. 

RoMi;, March 9. — One man injured by tho 
bomb explosion yesterday ditd to-day. The 
Popo has directed an iuquiry into the de- 
tails of the explosion by the atlachea of the 
Vatican for hia own information. His 
Holineaa ia anxious to keep iherough- 
ly informed of tho dovelopmeuta 
of the present anarchist activity, and in the 
event of a political crisis feara that tho 
Vatican itself may be endangered. Tfte an- 
archista have spread throughout the city, 
ond pu-ticularly among thu worUiueiiion, 
thouaands upon thousanda of oiruulara i)ro- 
Bcribing the bomb as the only remedy for 
the ills of the poorer olasses. 

The police are inclined to the belief that 
the intention was to explode tho bomb in 
the Chambtr of •Deputies, which fortunately 
adjourned sometime before tho usual hour, 
owing to the indisposition of Signor Crispi. 
Many believe that the action of the deputies 
in rejecting tho proposal to hold a national 
exposition in Rome, which would havo given 
employment to a large number of workmen, 
was the inciting cause of the explosion. 
The prisoner, Fellderi, who is believed to 
be the bomb thrower, still protests his inno- 
conce. The polios now believe the bomb 
outrage was the work of anarobista who 
were displeased at the proposal of the depu' 
ties to prosecute socialist member Felice 
Giuffrida, who is charged with being impU 
cated in the recent Sicilian aglcatioo.

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SUCCESSION DUTIES. 

ProvlBlons of the Bill Now Before the Legis- 
lature. 

Tho bill to provide for tlie payment of 
sucooBsion duties in certain oaaea, which was 
one of those promised iu tho speech from 
the throne, was laid before tho legislature 
jpeBterday. The objects to which thp new 
Mvenue ia to be applied are sat out in the 
preamble, which reads : " Whereas this 
province annually expends Urge sums for 
malntcnacca of tho insane, and towards tho 
iSiipporb of hospitals and other charities, and 
itjis oxpodient to provide a fund for defray- 
ing part of the said expenditure by a suc- 
cession duty on certain estates of persona 
dying as hereinafter mentioned," Tho 
amount of the duty is thus stated ; 

3. The following seotiona ahall nob apply: 
(1.) To any estate the value of which does 

not exceed five thousand dollars ; nor 

(2 ) To property, given, devised or be- 
queathed for rQligiotn, charitable or educa- 
tional parpoaes ; nor 

(3 ) To property passing under a will, in- 
testaajr or otherwise, to or for the use of tho 
father, mother, hnsband, wife, child, grand- 
ohild, daughter-{n4aw or Bon-in-Iaw of the 
deooaaod, where.the aKgreaate value' of the 
properly of the deceased does not exceed 
twenty-five thousand dollars in volne. 

4. - Save as aforesaid, all property situate 
wUbiu thia province, passing either by will 
-or intestacy, or any interest therein or in- 
eome therefrom which shall be voluntarily 
transferred by deed, grant or gift made in 
oontempldktion of the death of the grantor or 
bargainor, or made or intended to tako oiTect 
in possession or enjoyment after such death, 
to any person in trust or otherwise, or by 
rcaaou wlioreof any person shall bocomo 
bouefioially entitled in posaosaion or expect- 
ancy to liny property, or the income thereof, 
shall bo subject to a succession duty to bo 
piid for tho uao of tho province, over and 
above the probate duties proscribed iu that 
behalf from time to time by law. 

(2.) The duty payable upon all property 
liable to duty under this aot shall ba com- 
puted upon tho following scale, that is to 
say : 

Uprn tho value up to §'25,000, a duty of 
SJ on everj' SlOO ; in cuaca where said vjluo 
reaches $25,000 but docs not roach §50,000, 
a duty of .?2 on every §100 of its value. 

Where said value reaches §50,000 but 
does not lejoh §100,000, a duty of §."! on 
every §100 of tho value. 

Where fiaid value reaches §100,000 but 
docs not reach §250,000, a duty of §4 on 
every §100 of the value. 

Whire said value reaches §250,000 but 
does not reach §500,000, a duty of §5 on 
every §100 of the vahio. 

Where aiid value reaches §500,000 but 
does not reach §600,000, a duty of §G on 
every §100 of the value. 

Where sold value reaches §000,000 but 
does not reach §700,000, a duty of §7 on 
every §100 of the value. 

vVhere said value reaches §700,000 but 
does nob reach §800,000, a duty of §S on 
every §100 of the value. 

Where said value reaches SSOO.OCO but 
does not reach $1,000,000, a duty of S9 on 
every $100 of the value. 

Where said value roaohea $1,000,000 or 
more, a duty of $10 on every $1(K) of tbe 
■ value. 

{'.i ) Provided that where the whole value 

of any property devised, bequeathed or pass- 
ing to or for tho use of any ono person be- 
ing the father, mother, husband, wife, child, 
grandchild, daughter-in-law or son-in-laTr of 
the deceased, under a will or inteatacy, docs 
not exceed §10,000, the same sholl be cx( mpt 
from payment of the duty imposed by thia 
section. 

(■t ) Provided that all duties under thia 
aot shall be levied and collected pro rata 
upon tho w!io!e of the estate of the deceased 
person liable to the duty.

Reapectirg the Management and Expendi- 
ture of the Revenue and Money be- 
longing to the Corporation s .'■]■ 

The Municipal CounoU of tho Corporation of

Seo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay from time to time Uio amounts which be- 
come necessary for tho sorvlcea mentioned In 
tho Statonunt lotterod A in tho schedule hero, 
to annexed.

For raiaing the aum of If55,000 for lighting 
purposcB. 

WiiiiUKAS, Tho present llKhtlng syatcm ot 
tho Ulty of Victoria la Inauflloloat, it is oxpedl- 
out and necoasary to conetruct and oporato 
works for aupplylng tho Inhabitants ot tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with e'eo- 
tric liglit, and for that purpoae to raise, by way 
of loan upon tho credit ot tho aald city, tho aum 
of 555,000 ;. 

And Whkkgas, It wi'l re(iulro tho sum of 
82.835.38 to be riOserl annuAllr bjr rate for the 
payment oCBa(di new debt and interest ; < 

Ain> WiiBRBAS, The whole ratable land and 
Improvements or real prdpertjrof tho sidd Cor. 
poratlon of the City of Victoria according to 

tho last revised assessment roll for tho year 
1803, la 818,511,112; 

And Wiikbbas, It will require an annual 
rate of lO-lOO of one mill in the ddllarfor paying 
such now debt and interest ; 

Bk it TiiEiiiiKORr: Knactkd by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria as foilowa : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful lortlio Mayor ot tho 
Corporation of tho City ot Victoria to borrow

But I hero are signs that tho price 
of eiU'cr will improve — not only the dia- 
pitdhiafrnni Europo aud India regarding 
till' changol fi cling in Great Britain's East- 
Oi'n I'jdip.ie Tho re opening of tho Indian 
n.iuta 10 coinugn of silver would sliflen up 
u lucirket wonderfi I y, iind the trend of 
'■rita i.ppcivrb to be iu th.ic direction, 
Knyiueer MuMillmn, of the Kaalo & Slo- 
oin ruilway, returned from the Coast yca- 
ttrday, and to morrow will take out a largo 
giing to refiumo work on bridge conatruoliou 
between hero and Bear Luke. Tho right of 
way ia now pretty nearly cleared from 
Kaalo to Sandon orcek. All tho contracts 
are through with but one, and this will be 
completed within a fortnight. Everything 
is in roadincsg for grading when the anew 
goes eft'.
